Clarke, K.C., deciared Tuesday in 
a report which will be submitted 
to council at a special meeting 
Wednesday. The mayor made th's 
statement in connection with his 
protest over payment of over- 
time wages in the cily engineer- 
ing department in the face of a 
‘distinct order of the commis- 
ticners that no overtime should 
be paid to anyone, excepting in 
emergency.”

$4,000 in the engineering depart- 


ment during March and April 


EMERGENCY 

When this expenditure was first 
brought to the attention of alder- 
men several weeks ago, City Engin- 
eer A. W. Haddow explained that 
extra wages were paid during the 
emergency condition prevailing in 
the spring flood period when drain- 
age crews were forced to work long 


hours 

The mayor claims that if there 
is any overtime to be paid it should 
be given to une: ployed or men 


working for the city on a part-time 


basis, and not to regular employees 
The city engineer takes the stand 
however, that the department can- 
not use unskilled labor in times of 
emergency, such as occurred dur- 
ing the spring floods 
ASKS ACTION 

Mayor Clarke's report to coun- 
cil concludes: “Under the circum- 
stances, and in view of the fact 
that there was a definite and dis 
tinct order of the commissioner 


that no overtime should be paid to 


anyone, excepting in emergency 
and I submit to counci] that such 
emergency could not be spread} 


over a period of eight weeks, I am 


asking that this communication be 
referred to a committee of council. |

when council must put its foot 
down definitely as to whether the 
commissioners are merely puppets 


of the heads of departments, or are 
the responsible heads of the city 
administration. A _ finding should 


be given as to whether such orders 
of the commissioners, which are so 
clearly in line with council's ex- 
pressed opinions, are to be ignored 
or not.”

United States are examples of what 
can be done by well trained intelli- 


gent men who have the proper 
equipment 
In most small cities there is no 


training except that gained by ex- 
perience, The men are often 250 
pounders with an intelligence in an 
inverse ratio to their weight. Added 
to this is the lack of opportunity 
for promotion which kills the incen 
tive to improve as a policeman and 
a detector of crime.”
